Marvellous results were claimed at a 
Lambeth inguest yesterday to have followed 
inoculation with malaria in certain cases of 
locomotor ataxy. Mr. Ingleby Oddie was 
inquiring into the death of an Irish farmer, 
George Andrew Balfour (08), of ‘loneyhague, 
Bellanaleck, Enniskillen, who died im St. 
thomas's Hospital on October Sth. 

Samuel Audiey, a grocer, of Radville street, 
Cheetham, Manchester, a nephew, stated that 
he last saw his uncle eighteen months ago, 
but he had heard from his sister that he was 
coming to London for treatment at St. 
Thomas's Hospital. He had been suffering 
from weakness of the legs and body for years. 

Balfour was in the Irish rebellion, but was 
not wounded, and he was a single man. 

Dr. Frederick Clements, of St. Thomas's 
Hospital, stated that he understood that 
Balfour had been treated for some years in 
Jreland, and his malady had been arrested to 
some extent, but was still progressive. He 
came to the hospital: on rá] só sir 14th, aná 
they decided that the only chance of arresting 
the disease was by infecting the patient with 
malaria. On September 16th lfour was 
infected by a mosquito bite. The hospital was 
supplied with mosquitos by the Ministry of 
Health. On October 1st Balfour developed a 
temperature, but he did not have a typical 
Fine until October 3rd. This was fol- 
owed by others on the 4th and 5th, when he 
developed cerebral symptoms. When he died 
on October 5th he had a temperature of 104.2. 

“ MARVELLOUS RESULTS.” 

Answering the Coroner, Dr. Clements said 
that the inoculation of malaria was very 
easily controlled. They had had some 
marvellous results from this treatment. Last 
year they had a case in which a man was 
really insane, and after being given malaria 
he made a recovery, and three months ago he 
was quite well. He has :ecovered his sanity 
and appears normal. 

The Coroner—It is very wonderful, I 
never knew that you gave malaria for loco- 
motor ataxy, which four was suffering 
from. Of course, if the central nervous system 
is degenerated, it is very different. 

Dr. Clements—The result is really magical, 
there being no pain after the first dose. There 
is no hope of arresting the disease without 
this infection. 

Dr. H. B. Weir, the pathologist, who made 
a post-mortem examination, said that death 
was due to coma from cerebral malaria. 

VERY BAD LUCK. 

The Coroner said that it was a very in- 
teresting case of a man suffering from loco- 
motor ataxy. He had been treated for some 
years, but when the disease got into tlie 
central nervous system and produced loco- 
motor ataxy and general paralysis of the 
insane, the treatment that be was receiving 
was useless. It had been found, he supposed, 
as the result of research, that this condition 
was materially improved when a patient con- 
tracted malaria. It might be that the dis- 
covery was more or less accidental—that in 
tropical countries people suffering from 


| locomotor ataxy benefited by an attack of 


malaria, and it was now found that by in- 
fecti a’ patient with malaria really 
marvellous results were obtained. Mosquitos 
were kept by the Ministry of Health and 
supplied as required. It was very bad luck 
that Balfour died. But for the development 
of brain malaria the treatment would have 
been quite successful. 

He recorded a verdict of “ death from mis- 
adventure.”

John Fleming, 43 Merchants’ road, driver 
of the lorry, sald that he was an employé of 
the Merchants’ Warehousing Company, and 
had been driving for them for four years, and 
during that time had never had an accident 
or a police prosecution. 

In reply to Mr. John Stritch, solicitor, who 
represented the Merchants’ Warehousing 
Company, Fleming said that he was driving 
carefully and slowly; he did his best to 
prevent the accident.

CARGO OF BRIQUETTES. 


HAMBURG SHIPOWNER’S 
ACTION. 


(BEFORE MR. dUSTICE HANNA.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
case of the s.s. Blamenthal—Blumenthal v. 
Donnelly and Sons. This was an action by 
a Hembarg shipowner against P. Donnelly 
and Sons, Ltd,, coal importers, Dublin, for 
the recovery of £387 Qd., in respect 
of demurrage in the discharge of a cargo of 
briquettes. The defendants counter-claimed 
for damages caused by breach of the contract 
through unreasonable deviation of the shi 
on the voyage. By a bill of lading, da 
lith November, 1926, it was provided that a 
cargo of brown coal briquettes, shipped by 
‘Thomas Evans and Company, Limited, uf 
London, should be carried in the $.s. 
Blumenthal from Stettin to Dublin, and there 
delivered unto order, or to assigns, as per 
charter party dated Wth October, 1926. By 
the terms of-the gy yr Charter Party, 
the cargo was to discharged by the 
consignees at the port of discharge, free of 
expense and risk to the vessel, at the average 
rate of 500 tons per day of twenty-four 
running hours ; and it was further B gate os 
that, if the vessel was not discharg within 
the stipulated uime; the consignees were to 
pay den.urrage at the rate of £35 per day. 

The bil! of lading was endorsed by Evans 
and Co. to John Edwards and Co., of Liver- 
pool, and by the latter firm to the defend- 
- ants Donnelly and Co. The aap y alleged 
that the ship was ready to deliver at the Port 
of Dublin on the lst December, 1926, and 
notice of readiness was given to the de- 
fendants before noon on that day, and time 
counted from 2 o'clock; but the vessel was 
kept eleven days and one and a half hours on 
demurrage, which, at the rate of £35 a day, 
amounted to £387 3s. 9d., the sum claimed. 

The defendants relied for their defence upon 
the terms of Clause 15 of the charter party, 
which read as follows :—‘‘In case of strikes, 
lock-outs, civil commotion, accidents, or any 
other causes beyond the control of the con- 
signees, which prevent or delay discharge, 
such time is not to count, unless the vessel is 
already on demurrage.” pe alleged that 
the ship arrived in Dublin with her cargo on 
fire, and that by reason of the fire, or causes 
the direct consequence thereof, they were pre- 
vented from discharging at the stipulated 
rate. They further alleged that there was 
unreasonable deviation and delay in the 
voyage, and that the cargo went on fire after 
such deviation, which also prevented the dis- 
charge at the stipulated rate. In addition, 
they counter-claimed for damages for loss of 
profit by reason of deviation and delay in 
delivery of the cargo. 

The reply of the plaintiffs to the defence 
and counter-claim was, in substance, that any 
deviation in the voyage was not unreasonable, 
but was occasioned by stress of weather and 
om necessity to obtain bunker coal for the 
ship. 


THE JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said—In the consideration of the 
facts of this case it is necessary to bear in 
mind the conditions of the coal trade at the 
date of the bill of lading and of the charter 

arty—that is, at the end of October and 

eginning of November, 1926. The coal 
strike in England had then been on for 
several months; there was a great demand 
for Continental coal, and, owing to the amount 
of Continental shipping involved, there was a 
shortage of bunker coal at some of the ports 


has a large shipping undertaking of nineteen 
vessels, had contracts or arrangements in the 
Baltic and North Sea ports, under which he 
thought he could obtain facilities for bunker- 
ing. Under the charter party the vessel was 
to bunker after loading. Before leaving 
London, which was her port, prior to going 
to Stettin, she took in sufficient coal to brin, 
her to Stettin, where she arrived on the sth 
November. I am satisfied on the evidence 
that no bunker coal was available at Stettin. 

She left Stettin with her cargo of briquettes 
on the 1lth November at 9 o'clock in the 
morning. The normal voyage from Stettin to

miles per day, consuming 13 to 14 tons of 
bunker coal per day. e master had in- 
structions to take in bunker coal at Emden, 
at which port the owner had been promised a 
supply, the ship having sufficient on board to 
take her there. On the evening of the 11th or 
on the 12th, after the vessel had left, the 
owner was informed by telephone from Emden 
that no bunkers were available there, and 
when the ship was passing out of the Kiel 
Canal into the North Sea at Brunsbuttal on 
the night of the 12th the master received 
instructions to go for his bunker coal to 
Rotterdam, and he accordingly made for that 


port. 

Up to that time the voyage had been nor- 
mal, but on the morning of the 13th she 
came into a rising head wind and an increns- 
ing high sea. At 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon the wind had increased to a gale, and 
there was much water on deck, fore and aft. 
About 7 o'clock she had to lay by in the 
gale, her Pipes | gear having broken, the 
rudder-plate working heavily from side to 
side, and the covering of the rudder being 
damaged. At 8 o'clock on that night the 
steering gear had been got into temporary 
working order, but the wireless weather 
record received at 9 o'clock was that the 
gale would continue for the next day or so. 
At that time the Master estimated that he 
had only about 18 tons of coal in the bunker, 
and to make for Rotterdam he would have 
to go ahead against a heavy sea and a strong 
gale from the south-west. 

In the circumstances, the Master deemed it 
rudent, for the safety of his vessel, to

PREPARING FOR NEW 
SEASON IN CARLOW.

IMPROVEMENTS IN 
EQUIPMENT.

From Or AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 


At the end of the present month the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company, Ltd., will 
open their new season’s campaign. Last 
season at the Carlaw factory they handled 
85,000 tons of sugar beet, and manufactured 
12,000 tons of sugar. By-products, in the 
shape of dried and wet pulp and molasses, 
were also turned out in considerable quantities, 
but the bulk of these were used outside the 
country, owing to farmers and stock-breeders 
here not fully understanding their value for 
stock-feeding. This season the company expect 
to handle 125,000 tons of sugar beet and to 
produce 18,000 tons of sugar. 

A LIGHTER CROP. — 

So far reports from growers indicate a 
lighter crop of sugar beet than last year, and 
on this basis the company has made their 
calculations. They are, however, only 
estimates, and may be upset by an un- 
expectedly high average yield from the 
increased acreage now under the cfop. 

To cope with the demands now made on 
their resources, the company has made several 
improvements in the equipment, and are com- 
pleting a new concrete sugar store. This, 
with the original store, will give a total 
storage accommodation for 24,000 tons. New 
accommodation is also being provided for the 
representatives of the Irish Beet-Growers’ 
Association. A third burner is being erected 
at the limekiln, a new canteen and first aid 
station is being built, and the large pulp 
store is being extended. 

THE PLANT. 

Outside the tradesmen engaged in building 
operations, a staff of a hundred persons is 
engaged in lubricating the machinery and 


in preparation for the coming season’s work. 
Great banks of furnace coal are presently 
stacked up alongside the huge factory 
chimney, and there is every reason to expect 
a prompt start with the season 's activities. 

Near the main entrance, where ornamental 
iron gates are being put up, are two large 
molasses tanks. A concrete wall is replacin 
the hedgerow boundary on the road, and will, 
no doubt, enclose the whole of the premises. 

UTILISING THE PULP. 

In order to popularise the use of sugar beet 
pulp among stock-feeders, samples have been 
distributed for trial, with such good results 
that there is not likely to be any occasion to

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DEFECT IN THE COURTS OF 
JUSTICE ACT. 

Stating that the case was about the most 
outrageous that he had known, Mr.

DUBLIN BUOYANTLY 


DISPOSED. 
——_+—— 


COATS RAMPANT. 

The Industrial Market for leading 
securities dominated the Dublin Stock and 
Share Markets again yesterday, with the 
Ord. Shares of J. and P. Coats still the 
outstanding featura on revival and extension 
of the rumours current for some time past 
that the company had re-equipped one of 
their largest mills in Scotland to deal with 
the Artificial Silk Thread trade. The 
shares were rampant as can be gathered by 
the fresh rise of 7s. 3d. in the market value 
of the shares, thus making a rise of some 
12s. a share during the past week. Court- 
aulds joined somewhat in this great rise, as 
the closing price was a couple of shillings 
higher. Big buying strength also passed 
into Imperial Chemical Shares, and 
significant support was given to Imperial 
Tobbaco issues just at the close, while Dun- 
lop Rubber Ord. also became much - firmer 
at the later market. Other favourites were, 
under the circumstances, quieter, Guinness 
Ord. and English Sewing Cottons being both 
firm at the end of the market. British 
Match, Celanese and Branstons received 
quite a lot of support. 

Government National Loan showed no 
change. Higher prices were usually estab- 
lished for British Funds, Consols being ex- 
ceptionally strong. There were buyers of 
Banking securities about, and Nationals and 
Royals improved, with the latter 11} x.d. 
bid. 

Rails were, featureless. Dublin United 
Tram Pref, once more gave way. Lever 
Bros. 8 per cent. Pref. were less firm, and 
Bleachers, among Textiles, lost portion cf 
the recent recovery. Burke Shares came 
into request, and the Ord. and Deb. Shares 
improved. 


LONDON FIRM. 


INDUSTRIALS ACTIVE. 

Although members’ attention was _princi- 
pally directed to the arrangement of the 
carryover, the volume of business transacted 
in the London Stock Markets, as a whole, 
continued on a fairly active scale, while, 
among Industrials, several strong features 
were evident. Movements in the gilt-edged 
section were also favourable to holders, Con- 
version Loans being a good market, while 
Indias and Victory Bonds also stiffened. 
Dealings in Foreign Government stocks were 
still on the small side, but a firmer tendency 
was noticeable, and the few alterations shown 
were on the right side. Among Home Rails 
the Preference issues continued on the up 
grade, but the Ordinary issues were quiet and 
mostly unaltered. Colonial and Foreign Rails 
made a good showing, and at the close of 
business a long Jist of ir provements was 
recorded, while Only ‘‘Can. Pacs.”’ were 
marked lower. 

Principal interest in Industrials continued 
to centre round British Celanese, Imperial 
Chemicals and Swedish Match, and another 
active businecs was transacted in these. 
British Celanese, however, moved erratically, 
but other Textiles were firmer, Coats being 
a good spot. Tobaccos, however, were quiet, 
while Gramaphones and Columbia Grapho- 
phones were not much altered. Dunlops 
strengthened, and Van den Berghs went 
better. Rubbers were again heavy, and a 
long list ot declines was recorded at the 
close. Oils were irregular, while, among 
Mines, South Africans were quietly steady. 
Tin closed 8s. 9d. per ton lower, but Tin 
shares, as a whole, were little altered. 


FINNISH MARKETS. 

Hambros’ Bank Monthly Report contains 
the following :—‘‘ Cellulose: This market is, 
perhaps, looking up somewhat in consequence 
of a slight improvement in the American 
demand. Also Continental importers seem to 
be taking an increased interest in stocks, 
whereas English buyers continue to hold 
back. The bad prices show hardly any per- 
ceptible ‘mprovement. 
have now practically sold out this year’s pro- 
duction of bleached sulphite, easy bleaching 
sulphate and Kraft pulp. Also for next 
year's shipments large orders have been 
placed for these qualities, and certain marks 
are already entirely booked up. In the 
Mechanical Pulp and Pulp Board Market 
there is no improvement.” 


NITRATE SALES. 

A Valparaiso cable, dated 5th October, re- 
ceived by the Anglo-South American Bank, 
states :— Sales of nitrate of soda reported 
by the Nitrate Producers’ Association for 
the fortnight ended Wth September last 
amounted to 506.352 metric tuns, for delivery 
up to June, 1928, increasing the total sales 
since the introduction of free selling on 14th 
April last to 2,052,179 metric tons (which 
compares with aggregate sales of 2,149,178 
metric tons in the complete nitrate year, 1925- 
26). It is understood that, during the past 
few days, further substantial sales of the 
fertiliser have been effected at prices rancing 
from about 16s. 9d, to 17s. 8d. per metric 
guintal.”' 


YOKOHAMA SPECIE BANK. 

At a meeting of shareholders held in Japan 
on Sepetmber 10, the statement and accounts 
fo: the half-year ended June 30 last were sub. 
mitted. The statement was approved. the 
net profit for the past half-year being 
Yen 15,179,045 including Yen 6,142,357 
brought forward from the preceding half: 
year. The amount was distributed as fol. 
lows:—To reserve fund, Yen 4,000,000; to 
dividend, Yen 5,000,000; balance carried for- 
ward to next account, Yen 6,179,045. Rate of 
dividend declared was 10 per cent., a slight 
reduction, as compared with recent half- 
years, but, on the other hand, a considerable 
increase was made in the amount placed to 
reserve. The balance sheet figures of assets 
and liabilities and the profit and loss account 
are published in another column to-day. 


GERMAN IRON TRADE, 

The situation in the German iron industry 
has scarcely changed during the past month. 
Works which are producing the chief kinds 
of iron are fully occupied, and a lively 
demand continues. On the average the in- 
quiries from abroad have been good, prices, 
however, having a tendency to decline. . ‘This 
is considered in Berlin to be the result of 
the low English export prices. Accordingly, 
Germany's export decreased, while the import 
increased. he imports during August 
totalled 500,000 tons, being the highest this 
year, while the exports were 345,000 tons, 
being the lowest with the exception of June. 


FRENCH TAXATION, 

Despite the intention expressed recertly by 
M. Poincaré, the French Prem:er, to the 
Finance Committee of the Chamber to oppose 
any reduction in the taxation prescribed in 
next year’s Budget, the Committee has 
decided to reduce the special tax on property 
sales from 7 per vent. to 5 per cent. A lively 
debate on the subject is expected to take 
place in “he Chamber. The revenue from 
this tax will be wholly devoted to the new 
sinking fund. The Government will certainly 
refuse to accept the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion,and M. Poincaré will make the question 
one of confidence whep the matter comes 
up in the Chamber for discussion. 


CANADA’S POPULATION. 

Published figures attributed to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, making it 
appear that Canada’s population at the end 
of 1926 showed a decrease on the census 
figures of 1921 of nearly half a million souls, 
are incorrect, states the Canadian Official 
Press Bureau. The 1921 census figures were 
8,788,483, while the estimated ulation at 
the end of last year was 9,378,000, an in- 
crease of 410,485.

IRELAND AS A ROMAN CATHOLIC 
STATE 


Dr. FE. P. McLoughlin, roposing a vote 
of thanks to Father O'Connell’ sai that in 
Africa and Asia there were millions who 
had not heard of Christ or His Church, and 
to them the Church was not a visible King- 
dom. .Followers of Mohammed denied the 
Divinity of Christ, whilst ting Him as 
a prophet. In Christian ‘tees ihive were 
millions who had never heard of the life of 
Christ, and to them the Kingdom was not a 
visible one. The vast majority of the people 
of the world ignored the authority of the 
Catholic Church, and there was no spiritual 
anchorage. 

‘On the question of Rationalism, Dr. 
McLoughlin said that Catholic parents had 
a big responsibility, when, with full power 
to do as they chose, they subjected their 
children to the poisonous atmosphere of in- 
differentism fostered m some of their anti- 
Catholic educational institutions.

IRISH REBELLION AGAINST

Senator Sir William Hickie, -K.C.B., in 
seconding the vote of thanks, said that the 
history and doctrines of the Church could 
not be more clearly explained than they had 
been by Father O’Connell, who gave the true 
definition of the Church as being governed by 
their lawful pastors under one visible head 
on earth. hey lived in an age of re- 
bellion against authority on all sides, and in 
every country. here was a tendency to 
cast away restraint of every kind. Such 
things as obedience were not as evident 
amongst the highly civilised peoples of to- 
day as they were amongst the more primi- 
tive races of yesterday. The Old Testament 
abounded in examples of discipline, stern and 
severe. They to-day, in spite of their 
civilisation, failed in this matter. The atti- 
tude of child to parent, employé to master, 
citizen to Government, was one at best of 
sufferance, and even ill-concealed at that. 
There was this tendency towards want of 
the disciplinary obedience which was so 
necessary to governed and governing, if the 
organisation to which they belonged was to 

e its place at the head of all other 
organisations, He feit strongly that a firm 
determination amon i 
better example in the subject of discipline 
would have a very far-reaching effect. Ireland 
had been looked upon as one of the leading 
Catholic conntries in the world. The duty ef 
a leader was to lead, and they could not lead 
by command in this matter, but by 
example. ‘‘Those only conld command 
who knew how to obey, and he submitted that 
a more g and more generous obedience 
to authority throughout Ireland would 
strengthen their position as Catholics, and 
would redound to the honour of their country, 
and would be an example to the world. 
(Applause. ) 

THE ANGLICAN CHURCH TO-DAY. 

The Very Rev. Chairman, putting the vote 
of thanks, said that the question that 
Anglicans were asking to-day was: “ Who is 
to teach us here?’ Catholics should not 
rejoice in their embarrassment, but their 
sympathy should go out to them. (Applause.) 
Who was to teach them? Was it Dr. Barnes 
or Dean Inge or the Dean of Durham? There 
was no answer. “We do got know who is 
to teach you here; we are all different here.” 
So the great decline had already begun, but 
that was not to be taken as meaning that the 
Anglican Church was going to pieces all at 
once. He believed it would go on in some 
kind of attenuated form as long as the estab- 
lishment lasted. One thing was certain—it 
could not hold its children, because it could 
not answer the question: “ Who is to teach us 
here?’ 

The vote was passed with acclamation.

The Senator contrasted the action of

While 1 was in Rome, in 1921, I called 
upon the editor of La Nuova Antologia, 
because even at that time this writer was 
discussing in his review ‘‘ The Crisis in the 
Evolution of Representative Institutions.” 
He put his finger u the real difficalty— 
the unwillingness of parties to co-operate 
in respect of providing working solutions for 
post-war problems. Under the single-member 
system Italian parties had broken arp anto 

rsonal groups and Italy had some —— 
inisiries in about as many years. nder 
resentation ies tended to 
efined, but the parliamentary 
traditions of the personal group system did 
not immediately disappear. The new parties 
had not fully learned the fact that partacipa- 
thon in the formation of a Government carried 
with it a measure of responsibility for the 
maintenance of the Government. great 
lesson of the Italian experience is the need 
of loyalty to Parliament. '“ At the door of 
Parliament,’’ said an Italian deputy, “ there 
mst be abandoned all forms of passion that 
would hinder a free development of its 
activity. : 

What is the choice. before nations? It is 
possible to destroy Parliament and to replace 
it with a dictator; but, when he passes, a 
country is usually left. with great problems 
unsolved, and with a people less practised 
in the difficulties of self-government.. The 
other alternative is to cherish Parliament 
and to perfect parhamentary methods. Before 
or since the war, Belgium, Holland, Germany, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Fimland have 
adopted pruportional representation. They 
have had their vost-war difficulties. In not 
}one of these countries has any one party a 
majority. In each, government is adapting 
itself tu the situation. Ideas appropriate to 
a two-party system have been modified. it 
has been found that it is not safficient or 
desirable that an oc agg should always 
oppose. Parties which a few years ago 
would have refused to have anything to do 
with other parties have since shared responsi 
bility for government. Perfection has not 
been reached—far from it—but these demo- 
cratic nations show capatity for growth and 
adaptation. In this matter writers on politics 
have a great responsibility. Let not their 
minds dwell two exclusively on the two- 
party system, which, im all probability, is 
passing away from Great Britam. Let them 
examine scientifically the experience of other 
countries which, without any lead from 
Great Britain, are endeavcuring to handle 
the problems presented by the presence of 
more than two parties.—Yours, etc.,

TO THE FDITOR OF THRE IRISH TIMES. 

Sing — In your leader in last Friday 's /rish 
Times you point out that the ‘‘ Irish galleries 
draw students to our shores in search of a 
phase of knowledge which cannot be in- 
vestigated elsewhere” Apart from our 
magnificent and uniqne collection of Irish 
antiquities, are there not other rtments 
of sufficient merit to warrant special dev 
ment’ We have more good eighteenth- 
century iron-work scattered about Dublin 
than can be found in any other town; yet 
scarcely an example is shown in the Museum. 
From an educative standpoint a comprehen- 
sive exhibit of this work would be of greater 
value to the student craftsman than a pro- 
longed study of the rather florid Italian and 
German iron-work shown. 

In the eighteenth century Irish silver-work 
reached a very high standard and has dis- 
tinctive features of its own. Our national 
collection forms a good nucleus, but should 
be extended before specimens become almost 
unobtainable. Could we have a grouped 
exhibit of the work of some of our greatest 
silversmiths? A case of Robert Calderwood’s 
work would draw students from afar and 
possibly recreate a real interest in the craft. 
A definite loan section, similar to the Loan 
Court at the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
might induce still more owners of interesting 
collections to lend to the Museum. 

Can anything be done to remedy the in- 
adequate lighting of some of the galleries? 
It would be very interesting to “see” the 
collection of eighteenth-century furniture.—

Remarks made by Mr. Polloek, 
Minister for Finance, Northern Ireland, 
on the subject of proportional representa- 
tion, which were reported in the Irish 
Times last Saturday, came under. dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday. 

If there was a chaotic condition in the 
South, said Mr. E. Keith Eason, propor- 
tional representation was not the cause of 
it.

WHAT PROPORTIONAL 


REPRESENTATION HAS DONE. 

Mr. Eason, introducing the subject, quoted 
the dictum of Mr. Pollock, the Northern 
Minister for Finance. ‘* Proportional Repre- 
sentation,’’ said the Minister, ' was a system 
which a large percentage of the people did 
not understand, which had not been success- 
ful in any country, and which had produced 
chaotic conditions in the South.” 

Did Rotarians, Mr. Eason asked, accept 
this as an argument against proportional re- 

resentation? Did they think that the man 
in the street was so incapable that he did 
not see through such rubbish? A scientist 
who used such logic would receive little pub- 
licity, but a politician got the front page. 

Was there a chaotic condition In the 
South? It was too soon to say that there 
was a chaotic condition, even in the Dail. 
The situation might be difficult, but it was 
not chaos. If there was chaos, pro rtional 
representation was not the cause of it, but 
merely the expression of the facts; and the 
result. of the elections was to give publicity 
to the true state of opinion in the stain: 

Did they want an electoral system which 
would disguise the facts, and of which the 
result would be a lie? To recommend a re- 
version to the so-called direct vote, and to 
give up the single transferable vote would be 
to choose semi-darkness in preference to light. 

The old system was an engine with 50 per 
cent. efficiency. The new system was a 
single engine of 90 per cent. efficiency. Were 
they going to scrap the latter because it was 
not absolute fection ? 

HE COUNTING. 

Mr. Eason exhibited three different repre- 
sentations of the counting, and said that the 
counting under proportional representation 
was less than twice the counting under 
the old system, and the result was 
worth it. It was, he said, peculiarly appro- 

riate to discuss the question among 

otarians; for they had a very special kind 
of representative assembly. But theirs was 
not the kind that proportional! representation 
would produce. Every shade of opinion did 
not get representation. Isolated views and 
small minorities did not get representation. 
he assembly which, by reason of its elec- 
toral system, shut out representation to large 
bodies, had, he submitted, no right to the 
name of representative assembly. 
TWO PARTIES NOT ENOUGH. 

Continuing. Mr. Eason said :—*‘ Govern 
ment, in a truly representative assembly, may 
be more difficult than in one from which sec 
tions of opinion are shut out. But if the 
national result is better, then the question of 
difficulty is secondary. It is difficult, wow 
because it is something new, but chiefly 
because it requires a subordination of self 
to the interests of the whole. 

“If there were only two parties, the single 
member constituency method might do, as it 
has done for centuries. By the very nature 
of modern existence, by the extreme exten- 
sion of the franchise, by the spread of the 
knowledge of reading, by the world-wide 
Press, we have reached a stage where we ne 
longer acn have only two parties. We have 

ot to accept at least three. The difference 
ain only two and three is a chasm, com- 

ared with the difference between three and 
ur or more. 

‘‘It is up to us to use an electoral system 
which will fit the facts. Legislation, to be 
successful, must have the support of a real 
majority-of citizens—a v large majority :f 

ible. The habit of chedience to law is 
—r on the assumption that laws have been 
passed by a real majority. If the legislative 
assembly ceases to have any representative 
value, then its laws have not the necessary 
character, and obedience to all laws becomes 
weakened. 

“This ‘is a reason for doing everything in 
our power to make our legislative assembly 
truly representative. Now, granted that 
there are at least three parties in the State, 
the single member constituency method is 
capable of producing such a variety of re 
sults that it is a sheer gamble whether the 
result will be representative, even in the 


gross. 
INEFFECTIVE VOTES. 

“ If we are to have popular election at all, 
then, if possible. the method used should be 
such as to encoursge voters to exercise the 
franchise by giving them a reasonable expec- 
tation of value ‘or their votes. How does 
the old system stand this test; and how does 
proportional representation? By an ineffec- 
tive vote, I mean a valid vote given to a 
person who failed to attain election. Under 
the old system there are several common 
t of elections. There may be two can- 
didates for the seat, or there may be three 
candidates. If there are two candidates, then 
we may have a comparatively weak opposi- 
tion, or we may have a close fight. Twenty- 
five to 75 is a fair average for the first type, 
and 45 to 55 f second type. If there 


or the 
are three candidates, then we may have a 
weak opposition on the part of both opposi- 
tion candidates (say, 20, 20, 60); or we may 
have pne very weak party (say, 15, 35, 50); 
or we may have a real three-cornered fight 
(say, 30, 30, 40). These five t are not, 
of course, rigid, and the lines between them 
are not definite; but I think you will agree 
that most contests in Great Britain fall into 
one or other of these five groups. 

“ Under such circumstances, what is the 
percentage of ineffective votes ’—25, 45, 40, 
50, 60. Do you think 60 high? Well, here 
are the figures for the division in Plymouth,

tional representation? The only ineffective 
votes are those cast for the runner-up and the 
non-transferable votes. This tatal comes to a 
very little more than a quota. Consequently, 
the percentage of ineffective votes under pro- 
wore representation ranges from about 
0 per cent, to 25 per cent. 

“ Further, most of these votes are repre- 
sented by the election of another member of 
the party concerned, and so they are not 
both i ve unrepresented. That

SUGGESTED. 


The formation of an active Irish manu- 
facturers’ board and the organisation of a 
co-operative advertising and propaganda cain- 
paign was discussed yesterday afternoon. at 
a meeting held in the Engineers: Hall, 35 
Dawson street, Dublin.

County Libraries. 


A report on county libraries in Great 
Britain and Ireland, which has been, 
issued by the Carnegie Trust, shows the 
remarkable -progress that the ~ library 
service has made since 1915. “The.story 
is one of logical evolution under, the 
stimulus of- ascertained demand, checked 
The plan of 
organisation has become far wider in scope 
than: the original | mechanism—boxes of 
books sent out for short periods to village |, 
schools. . A small community, however, 
still must rely chiefly for current litera- 
ture on loan collectioris from a common 
central store, and, for library technique, 
on an expert acting for an area large 
enough .to pay.an adequate salary. In 
spite of the large areas, both in Britain 
and Ireland, -which receive only. a 
skeletén service or no. service at all,, the 
data collected in this report show that 
progress during the past’ year has been 
steadier and more systematic than in any 
previous period. At a time when all 
public authorities are seeking to reduce 
expenditure the gradual increase in 
financial provision made for the service is 
a sufficient proof of its growing popularity. 
A rate of 1d. or 1d. will be fairly 
common in the near future, and “a house- 
holder assessed at £50 will even then be 
paying only 4s. 2d. or 6s. 3d. a year for 
an almost unlimited access to goód litera- 
ture.” The county libraries are intended 
mainly to provide a service for rural argas, 


1 which, in most cases, have no library at 


all, and to supplement. public libraries 
that hitherto have been unable adequately 
to supply the needs of the population. 
Counties which are mainly rural—as are 
nearly all the Irish counties—require a 
different scheme of organisation from an 
industrial county like Lancashire. Library 
motor’ vans have been found very useful’ 
in rural ‘districts. Although the selection 
of books which can be carried about is 
necessarily somewhat limited, travelling 
libraries not only facilitate the exchange 
of books. with a minimum of delay, but 
permit. local librarians to select books 
from personal knowledge of their readers’ 
tastes. |

SIR J.’ BANKES’S .17 YEARS’ 
JUDICIAL SERVICE. 


The King has approved the appointment of 
Sir . Fréderick’ Arthur Greér, one of the 
Justicés of the High Court of Justice; King’s 
Bench” Division, to. be a Lord Justice - of 
Appeal in the place of Sir’ John’ Eldon 
Bankes, who has resigned his. appointment 
as “Lord : Just.ce. 

The retirement of Lord Justice Bankes hed 
béen rumoured for some time. Even before 
his sevénity-third birthday, last April, it was 
stated' that the Leng Vacation would see the 
énd of his work in the Court of:-Appeal. 
Sir John was* the senior Lord Justice, -and 
it would not be surprising if, like his pre- 
ecessor ‘i: . the presidency of: the ' second 

ourt of Appeal, he should receive a peerage 
in recognition of his seventeen years of 

udicial’ service, and; in order that ‘he may 
is ‘available “or occasional judicial: work in 
the House of Lords and t!- Privy Council. 
In cases where a judge retires in the full 
vigour: of his powers such recognition is 
and Lord Justice Bankes “is still as 
nimble in mind as he ever was, and ‘his 
judgments have been models of concise 
reasoning. Even in a Mm no one would 
suspect Sir John of his seventy-three years. 
His carriage has the erectness and his step 
the firmness of a much younger man. 

ASSIDUOUS IN HIS DUTIES. 

No other Lord Justice was more assiduous 
in his duties. When he had a reserved judg- 
ment to write it was no uncommon thin = 
him to go down to his réom in the 
Courts on Sunday, and only. interrupt his 
labours in order t» attend Service at emple 
Church. The retiring Lord Justice is a 
member of one of the oldest of our legal 
families. Not only is he a great grandson 
of the distinguished Lord Cana Eldon, 
whose name he bears, but he is a direct 
descendant of that Sir John Bankes who, 
after being Attorney-General, was made 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleas in the 
stormy days oí Charles I. He has a ton 
who was called to the Bar, and is now in 
the. Lord Chancellor's department. 

Sir John was educated at Eton and Oxford, 
and rowed in the University Boat Race in 
1875 and 1876. He was called to the Bar in 
1878, and was made a Judge of the King’s 
Bench Division in 1910.

Sir Arthur, who is sixty-three years old, 
has frequently sat in the Court o Criminal 
Appeal, and occasionally in the Court of 
Appeal when a Lord Justice has been absent. 
He is quiet. in demeanour, and not given 
much to general comment when on the 
Bench, and his invariable courtesy to the 
Bar and*consideration for litigants have won 
for: him regard and appreciation. 

A Bencher of Gray’s Inn, he has held the 
office of Treasurer, and is frequently to be 
séen at Sunday Services in the T-n's historic 
chapel. He. is a member of the Council of 
Legal Education, which was established to 
superintend the examination of students for 
the Bar. 

The new Lord Justice, was called to the 
Bar in 1886, and for several years practised 
on the Northern Circuit. '

' MADRID, M onday. 

Spain’ s first step toward her return to 
constitutional parliamentary. government 
took place this afternoon, when King 
‘Alfonso formally opened the Directorate’s 
‘appointed National. Assembly. | 

Swarms of police and plain clothes men 
kept the crowd of several hundred back 


‘from the Assembly entranté, «and Kinz 
‘Alfonso was whirled from. the Palace to 
‘the ' hall. 


in an’ inconspicuous black 
limousine. 

‘The National Assembly representatives 
wore black. The twelve women delegates 
present ‘were attired in the plainest of 
black dresses, and wore veils as though in: 
‘mourning, but the clerical representatives 
.splashed'a vivid bit of colour to the scene, 
with the scarlet hat of the Cardinal .and 
the purple draping of the archbishops. 

Two of the women delegates appointed—. 

the Duchess. of Parcent and the Countess 
‘of San Louis—sent ‘in their resignations 
‘just before the opening of.the Assembly. 
_ All present rose and there was a burst 
of cheering as King Alfonso entered the 
building. He wore a morning coat, and 
carried his silk hat in his hand. 

: President Yanguas opened the session 
‘with a long speech. 


DICTATOR’S SPEECH. 

General Primo de Rivera spoke of the 
splendid reception accorded to, His 
Majesty. during his recent journey. in 
‘Morocco, and* declared, amid loud 
applause, that the Army and the people 
were, solidly behind him. 

“The. King,” ‘he said, “ was able to 
observe, how firmly. the foundations of | 
peace had been laid, even in those dis. 
tricts where the rebels had been strongest. 
The Government regrets that certain per- 
sons who were offered seats in the 
Assembly had thought fit to refuse, but 
the interests which they would have re- 


presented will not suffer by their absence, 


as we shall watch over their welfare ; far 
pour aim is to. maintain a just, equitable 
and ‘impartial ~ balance in economic 
struggles and class guestions.”'' 


General Primo de Rivera attacked the 


principle of every citizen having a par- 
liamentary vote, saying that this system 
only favoured the personal ambitions of 
politicians, and was ruinous to the 
nation. 

King Alfonso listened to the discourses 
wearily. Rising while the Assembly 
stood, he said: “I declare the National 
Assembly opened,’’ and then left the hall. 

King Alfonso posed to the photo- 
graphers outside the building and then 
dashed: off in his car, while the Diplo- 
matic Corps returned to San Sebastian.

FEARS OF RENEWED | 
| WAR. 


MR. SIDNEY WEBB AS 
CASSANDRA. 


“For. four years our national position 
has been going from bad to worse. The 
world to-day is much nearer a renewed 
outbreak of war than is at all comfort- 
able,’’ said Mr. Sidney Webb at a meeting 
at Blackhall, County Durham, last night. 

“I do not mean,” he added, “that 
Mr. Baldwin’s Government is so wicked 
or so foolish as to desire a war or enter- 
tain war; but, once war breaks: out in 
Europe—even at the other end of Europe— 
there is no knowing which nation might 
be involved, and even Britain might find 
herself: sending her fleet and landing’ 
armed forces before “ the nations could 
stop it.” 

He said that it was a pity. that the. 
electorate did not give more: attention to 
fofeign affairs. The Great War showéd 
how sériously such matters affected every | 
family. Nothing would bring a change in 
the ‘ Governthent’s state of ‘isolatién, 
suspicion and carefully concealed con-.

' His first act after his accession was a 


significant display of unexpected com-

of sovereignty, he. delivered an .address, 
speaking for eight minutes. without a 
single note. : 

‘‘Some Councillors standing ‘near the King 
presently. asked him for his manuscript, in 
crder that copies might be sent tó the 
no. reporters being present; out the King 
informed them that he had none to give, an 
expressed surprise that no shorthand note. had 
bot taken of his speech. His words, how- 
ever, had Cuir his hearers so forcibly that 
some. intimate friends among them, notably 
Lord Rosebery, Lord Carrington (now Marquis 
of Lincolnshire), Mr. (afterwards Sir) Almeric 
Fitaroy, and ‘Lord Redesdale, had little diffi- 
culty in-recalling the . King’s phrases, though 
the ensemble was ‘nothing lke so as 
the speech which the King cen Kg: ivered,’ 
in. which ‘the original .words were full of 
dignity and pathos.’”—(Marquis of Lincoln- 
shire’s Diary.) 

' The German Kaiser, who was in ‘Eng- 
land for Queen Victoria’s funeral, : had 
conversations on international affairs not 
only with the new King, but with Lord 


Lansdowne, Foreign Secretary. 
“Lord Lansdowne first spoke to him of
